Light company raises 
summer rates 


Summer rates for the Reading 
Municipal Light Department 
(RMLD) will be in effect from June 
1, 1994 to September 30, 1994. 

The average residential customer 
who uses 500 kilowatt hours of 
electricity per month should 
experience an increase of 
approximately $6.59 when the 
summer rates go into effect. The 
average commercial customer 
(those customers using 4,000 
kilowatt hours per month and 
having a 10 KW demand) should see 
an increase of approximately 
$134.00. 

"The RMLD has a seasonal rate 


Structure because the peak demand 


season occurs during the summer 
months," RMLD Energy Services 
Division Manager Vincent Cameron 
said. "During the summer months, 
the average system wide electric 
usage is 120 megawatts, compared 
to 93 megawatts during the winter 
months, This is primarily due to the 
increased electrical usage from air 
conditioners, swimming pool 
filters, and other appliances used 
during the warm weather, such as 
window and ceiling fans.” 

"The RMLD buys power through 
long term contracts which vary in 
duration from five years to 30 
years," Cameron continued. "This is 
the most economical way to 
purchase power. In addition, the 
RMLD must meet its New England 
Power Pool (NEPOOL) 
fequirements each month. These 
NEPOOL requirements are based 
on the RMLD's annual peak demand 
} if the annual peak demand 
decreases, so, too will the monthly 
tequirement set by NEPOOL. If the 
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RMLD were to buy its power each 
month to satisfy the load, this would 
be a very expensive proposition.” 

As a result of these requirements, 
the RMLD has excess capacity 
during the fall, winter and spring 
seasons. The Energy Services 
Division makes every effort to sell 
this excess capacity to other utilities 
as needed. 

"Although summer rates are 
higher than winter, when averaged 
the RMLD rates are among the 
lowest of the 42 electric utilities in 
Massachusetts," RMLD General 
Manger-Len Rucker added. "We 
also take several steps to keep the 
cost to our customers as low as 
possible. For example, there are 
different rates for both residential 
and commercial customers which 
offer lower rates as an incentive to 
use electricity during off peak 
periods, as well as rates for 
customers who voluntarily turnoff 
their water heaters during peak 
demand periods." 

The RMLD also offers its 
residential customers energy 
efficient compact fluorescent bulbs 
through the Lease-a-Light 
Program, as well as Mass-Save 
energy audits, 

"To save energy and keep costs 
down during the summer months, 
we encourage all customers, 
whether they are commercial or 
residential, to take a good look at 
ways to conserve energy to keep 
electric usage to a minimum. Simple 
steps, like shutting the shades during 
the hot summer afternoons, will go 
a long way in reducing energy 
consumption," Manager Rucker 
concluded,

Unless you're into titles (proposed 
changes to Title 5 and the taking of 
title on property were two of the 
issues discussed) Monday night's 
Board of Selectmen's meeting was 
about as interesting as watching the 
1993 Red Sox watch paint dry. 

But near the close of the meeting, 
in what is probably just a prelude of 
things to come, Chairman Michael 
McCoy and resident Tony Capuano 
engaged in what could be termed a 
heated exchange, ended by McCoy's 
request for a motion to adjourn. 
Following the meeting, McCoy 
alleged in a telephone interview that 
Capuano threatened him following 
last month's selectman election 
which saw incumbent Robert Cain 
edge challengers James Rooney and 
Capuano by 35 and 91 votes, 
respectively.. Capuano emphatically 
denied the charges. 

Under "new business" McCoy, 
Wilmington's liaison to the MBTA 
Advisory Board, announced his 
impending attendance of a meeting 
between himself, Town Manager 
Michael Caira and MBTA official 
Ron Morgan to discuss proposals 
for a new train station and parking 
facility for Wilmington. 

Selectman Diane Allan, who had 
attended a previous meeting with 
McCoy, Caira, Morgan and 
Planning Director Lynn Duncan, 
asked McCoy if it were all right if 
she attended the coming meeting. 
McCoy first consented, then 
recanted, saying "I would prefer to 
pursue this [myself] and report back 
to the board." 

Allan nodded in agreement, but 
was not pleased with McCoy's 


response. Capuano then jumped to 
Allan's defense. 

"Do selectmen need your 
permission to attend meetings?" he 
asked McCoy. 

McCoy prefaced his response to 
Capuano by saying "I know where 
you're coming from" before 
restating his desire to pursue the 
train station issue on his own. 

"I'm just asking a question. I'm 
not coming from anywhere,” 
Capuano said,-but by that time, 
McCoy was looking for a motion to 
adjourn. 

But McCoy had the support of 
Selectmen Robert Cain and Chester 
Bruce, both of whom addressed 
Capuano. 

Cain called it simply "a business 
meeting" with “three people 
involved in it,” while Bruce, who 
just finished a year-term as 
chairman said there were many 
times when he, as chairman, met 
with Caira and others away from 
the rest of the board. 

Selectmen Gerald Duggan and 
Allan remained silent, but later, 
Allan vented her frustration. 

“What I don't understand now is 
why it has to be a closed door 
meeting [with Morgan],” Allan said. 

In actuality, the meeting isn't 
restricted, and McCoy said he has 
instructed Caira that should Allan 
inquire about the date and time, the 
manager should furnish her with 
that information. Still, it is 
McCoy's publicly stated preference 
that Allan not attend the mecting. 

Allan, who was appointed in 
January of this year to be the 
board's town center project 
committee liaison and who is 


working to reactivate the dormant 
industrial development commission, 
feels there is a "direct connection" 
between her work with these boards 
and McCoy's work with the MBTA, 

"I guess I feel the whole thing is 
sort of connected," said Allan, who 
along with Caira and Duncan has 
been discussing the possibility of 
making parking available for town 
center business patrons, and not just 
commuters, 

But McCoy apparently did not see 
a connection, and likens his work 
with the MBTA to Allan's with the 
MWRA. 

“There's nothing personal with me 
and her," McCoy said. 

But Capuano seems to feel McCoy 
is trying to monopolize in advance 
the credit for bringing commuter 
parking to town by kecping Allan 
out of the mix. 

"If the taxpayers are benefiting 
from something, I don't care who 
gets the credit," Capuano said 
adding "[Allan's] no friend of mine 
- I don't dislike her, but she's no 
friend of mine. 

"I asked a direct question that I 
thought was fair...I think [McCoy] 
embarrassed and insulted the lady." 

McCoy agrees that Capuano didn't 
defend Allan out of any political 
friendship, but instead feels 
Capuano was out to provoke him. 

"I know Tony Capuano's a very 
explosive individual," McCoy said, 
relating that Bruce and resident Ella 
Belmore were told by Capuano 
“every opportunity I get I'm gonna 
challenge McCoy on that board." 

Bruce verified Capuano's 
statement, but modified the intent 
slightly. Capuano strongly denied 


saying that and countered-by saying 
McCoy told him following the 
Monday's meeting that he's "not 
going to get any mileage out of 
that," a reference to Capuano's 
election hopes for next year. 

Capuano said he has not yet thought 
about running again for selectman. 

McCoy believes Capuano is bitter 
over losing last month's election, 
the fourth consecutive year he has 
lost a bid for selectman. 

McCoy said that following the 
latest election, Capuano verbally 
threatened him and blamed McCoy 
for his loss. 

McCoy leant Capuano his truck to 
post campaign signs on and Capuano 
lost the keys, after which he 
allegedly told McCoy: "'You 
(expletive] me on this election. I 
lost this election because of 
you...I'm from South Boston and I 
know how to get even with you.” 

Capuano, who is from East 
Boston, called McCoy's allegations 
“absolutely absurd." 

"No way in the world I would ever 
make a statement like that. If I'm 
going to hurt you, I'm not going to 
tell you about it first," he said. 


In the end, McCoy and Capuano 
both summed up the other in terms 
of attitude problems, 

"He's blaming the whole world for 

1 think the bottom line is 
is: he's looking for excuses. 
He's got that South Boston cocky 
attitude: 'I'm from the city, kid," 
McCoy said. 

Capuano said of McCoy: "he's a 
little kid who never grew up. 
Michael has this attitude, he reminds 
me of Nixon, he's constantly 
paranoid.” 


Town exonerated in discrimination suit

The. Town of Wilmington was 
exonerated of a discrimination 
complaint by a town library 
employee targeting | Library 
Director Philip Meriam, the second 
such case filed with the 
Massachusetts Commission Against 
Discrimination (MCAD) in a 
two-month period last fall. 

The MCAD cited a "lack of 
probable cause" in dismissing the 
complaint filed by town library 
employee Anna Percuoco against 
the Town of Wilmington. 

"I'm pleased with the outcome," 
Town Manager Michael Caira 
stated, "Both because of the speed, 
which is good for all parties, and of 
course because the town was found 
in the right." 

Percuoco said she was 
disappointed with the MCAD's 
decision but declined further 
comment. 

In the complaint, filed November 


9 of last year, Percuoco charged . 


that Library Director Philip 
Meriam discriminated against her 
on the basis of age, sex and national 
origin. Percuoco, a 47-year-old 
Italian-American, asserted that she 
was “harassed, abused, insulted, 
called a Guinea, given the finger 
and picked on by [Mcriam] because 
of her sex, national origin, age and 
retaliation," according to an MCAD 
case summary. 

Investigating Commissioner 
Naomi Martell found no evidence 
supporting Percuoco's claims 
against Meriam. The dates of the 
alleged discriminatory acts were 
also in question, according to the 
MCAD. 


It was determjfied, however, that 
in 1989 Meriam\indeed directed an 
obscene finger g at someone, 


though the town said it was not at 
Percuoco. Both sides presented 
witnesses to validate their positions, 
= the MCAD viewed the incident 
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as having occurred. Meriam 
received a reprimand for the finger 
incident. 

The alleged "Guinea" remark 
aimed at Percuoco’s national origin 
was rebutted by another 
Italian-American library employee 
who testified she had "never heard 
[{Meriam] make derogatory remarks 
about any ethnic, in particular 
Italians,” the case sufhmary reads. 

Caira, himself of Italian origins, 
stated in a response to Percuoco's 
complaint that "the name calling 
allegedly happened in 1989." 

Caira also responded to the 
MCAD that Percuoco's complaints 
of sexual discrimination to that 
commission marked the first he had 


heard about them. 

"(Caira] stated that [Percuoco] is 
not a shy person and if it happened 
she would have complained to him," 
reads the case summary, 

The MCAD found that Percuoco 
and her attorney "did not submit 
any evidence to indicate the alleged 
violations are of an on going 
nature" and that Percuoco's 
"witness was not specific relative to 
the dates and times of the incidents," 
according to the case summary 
conclusion, 

Caira announced the MCAD case 
dismissal at the close of Monday 
night's Board of Selectmen meeting, 
lauding Town Counsel Alan Altman 


for his role fending off the 
complaint: 

The Town of Wilmington earlier 
this year settled out-of-court with 
library employee Dorothy Wiberg 
ona complaint filed with the MCAD 
on September 2 of last year. In that 
complaint, Wiberg alleged that 
Meriam passed her over for a 
promotion because of her age, 59, 
and her sex. 

As part of that settlement, Wiberg 
was promoted to full-time 
employment status, though in a 
position different from the one she 
applied for. 

Meriam, 67, is in his last year as 
library director. 


Church renews lease on 
Boutwell School

The failure of the proposed 
Proposition 2 1/2 override to fund 
the reopening of the Boutwell 
Elementary School for public use 
has enabled the First Baptist Church 
of Wilmington to renew its lease on 
the building. 

The church, which uses uses the 
Boutwell Street facility for its 
Abundant Life Day School, will pay 
the Town of Wilmington between 
$21,000-$22,000 to lease the 
building for the 1994-95 school 


year. 
After a unanimous school 
committee vote favoring a 


recommendation from Super- 
intendent of Schools Dr. Geraldine 
O'Donnell to extend the lease on the 
Boutwell, Town Manager Michael 
Caira approved the same. 
According to a letter from Rev. 
Ronald Grimley to Caira, First 
Baptist had been seeking to relocate 
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to a Concord Street facility, but 
those plans failed to materialize. 

"The extra year [lease] will 
provide us the time needed to seek 
other site possibilities," Rev. 
Grimley states in the letter. 

Meanwhile, the school committee 
still needs a solution to the 
overcrowding problem affecting 
the school system, and is asking for 
the help of two selectmen in doing 
so. 

"The Wilmington School 
Committee has established a School 
Building Committee for the purpose 
of evaluating a long term solution to 
the increasing student enrollment 
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that will be acceptable to the entire 
community," reads a letter from 
School Committee Chairman Paul 
Palizzolo to Selectman Chairman 
Michael McCoy. 

The school building committee, 
which will comprise "a cross section 
of the community," seeks "to have a 
plan ready" by September 1 of this 
year, according to Palizzolo’s letter.

Where the 1993 draft. lists all 
cesspools as "automatically failed 
systems,” the new proposals limits 
that distinction to only those systems

within 50 feet of surface water 
bodies; systems found to be a 
specific health or environmental 
threat," according to a "summary 
and comparison-of major revisions 
to [Title 5)" furnished by the DEP.

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Becky’s Story 
by Anita Gleason 

Becky’s story is like most - a positive, upbeat follow up on an 
old story - wrong! It’s a story that will, hopefully make a point, 
that what you hear, is just what you get sometimes. That when 
someone says, “Don’t.y.there really is a reality attached, the kind 
of reality which hits in a split second and can never be changed. 
The warning may be from someone who actually knows! 

On June 17, 1993, Rebecca was in an auto accident. Not unusual 
for teens these days. She graduated on Sunday and by Thursday 
morning was on her way to Boston - for months. But let me back 
up. 

"The week of the senior prom, Becky, a friend of hers and I went 
to the high school to see a reenactment of a prom night accident. 
It was a sunny,clear day as we sat and waited. Some of Becky’s 
friends were near us and her brother James was with his junior 
class at the end of the bleacher. Everyone safe and waiting for “the 
show.” When the rescue teams were done with “the show” we 
were all in tears, but a lot of the students were laughing. At what? 
We were traumatized, and sorry that more people had not seen the 
seriousness of the situation. Becky finally turned and said. “How 
could they do that on purpose? How couldkids go out drinking and 
let that happen? They brought out the firefighters, the helicopter 
crew, and the hearse, and they think it’s a joke. Mom, don’t they 
know?” Becky had always wanted to be a paramedic. 

As fate would have it, three weeks later,we reenacted that scene 
again. The accident, the ambulance, the helicopter to the West 
Intermediate field - the whole thing. This time I was watching 
again, from too close. Becky had been out visiting with friends, 
and it was late. I went out to search for her, but in my heart I knew 
that every parent’s worst nightmare was happening. 

I finally found the car, one mile from home in the woods, with 
the roof and door cut off, the radio and highlights still on. There 
was an ambulance, a policeman, and a crew with Becky in the 
ambulance. No blood, no obvious broken bones - a strange sight. 
No one looked frantic, just serious and very capable, a reassuring 
sight. Wrong, again. 

That long story still looks the same. When you see Bec now, 
there’s “something wrong,” but you can’t quite put your finger on 
it. If you look closely her left side is not quite right, and her leftleg 
doesn’t work quite like the other one. It’s hard to imagine that she 
was Medi-flighted to MGH, spent three and a half weeks in a 
coma, had to have a tracheotomy and feeding tube inserted, spent 
two months at in-hospital rehabilitation, six weeks doing all day 
out patient rehab, has been hospitalized several times for side 
problems of the coma, and looks fine. 

That’s brain damage. That is the injury she received. Just brain 
damage, no broken bones. 

There was noalcohol, no drugs, no horsing around, and no speed 
involved. Just exhaustion. A very tired, seat belted driver who had 
shrugged it off when the chief had added on the side, “and don’t 
let your friends drive tired.” After the accident we have pieced 
together what happened. Becky.can’t tell, she doesn’t remember 
most of that week or the accident. 

It seems she must have fallen asleep as she was on the straight 
road, and never made the curve. The car went into the woods and 
rolled up a boulder that shot the car into the air and against a tree. 
The seatbelt pushed Becky down on the seat as the tree crushed 
down toward her hip, then the car bounced over the boulder and 
landed at a 45 degree angle from the initial entrance into the 
woods. No signs of banging her head on anything, no bruises...just 
the brain banging around in her skull. A young couple seem to be 
the only ones whoeven heard the crash, and went searching to find 
the scene. Their quick reaction, the speed of the rescue crews, and 
a lot of very efficient and caring professionals are what saved 
Becky’s life. She truly did almost die, and never banged her head. 

Becky will be 20 in May, she finally recognizes some people 
without cues from family, can add simple math problems, is 
remembering some of her year of school in London and very little 
of her year in Atlanta. She uses the wheelchair and cane less now. 
but still doesn’t know how to make popcorn!! 

So, that’s brain damage from a car accident that shouldn’t have 
happened. What saved Becky even more brain damage is the fact 
that she had not ingested any alcohol or drugs. That kept the 
swelling down, the things they don’t tell you at a reenactment. 

Next time you see Becky at DeMoulas, and she looks fine, 
remember - she’s not. Her friends are gone, and in her eyes the 
future is dim, shecan’tconcentrate to take any classesatcollege,her 
singing is gone and she won’ t be able to go back to work for years. 
No, she’s not fine, So,this spring, remember some of this very long 
and unfinished story, please be careful. Becky can’t personally tell 
this story, but she does have a message that she tries to give all the 
time, 

“Tell them it isn’t worth it. I was only tired, and was even 
wearing my seatbelt. I did everything right, everything you 
always taught me. Oh, Momma, don’t they know - don’t they 
know?”

When you just can't avoid it 


POISON IVY

Back in my salad days, when I was 
a sergeant in the U.S. Air Force, my 
specialty was Disaster Preparedness 
Technician, About five percent of 
my job time was spent responding to 
disasters, from airplane crashes to 
chemical spills, while the rest of the 
time was spent teaching airmen how 
to survive nuclear and-or chemical 
attacks, Nukes are scary, but the use 
of chemicals is truly terrifying! 

Part of my NBC Warfare (nuke, 
biological, chemical) training was 
put to use last week, after I learned 
that I'd come under chemical attack. 

Nope, it wasn't a skunk -- it was 
worse, I'd been contaminated with a 
chemical blistering agent, much like 
the nightmarish mustard gasses I'd 
taught about in the Air Force but not 
quite as lethal. And, like a modern 
mustard gas, this blistering agent is 
an oily substance without color or 
odor, and the attack was made hours 
before the blisters appeared. 

If you haven't guessed yet, I came 
in contact with poison ivy. 

The parallel between a poison ivy 
rash and military chemical warfare 
isn't a long stretch. The chemicals 
work in identical ways, and for the 
same purpose, The primary military 
use of blistering agents is to deny 
enemy movement through an area. 
In the case of poison ivy, the use of 
chemical warfare is also defensive. 

Countless plants, over the millenia 
since dinosaurs munched biomass by 
the ton, have evolved ingenious and 
even lethal systems of self-defense. 
Plants can and do fight back. 

For example, milkweed and dan- 
delions taste bitter. Raspberries and 
roses sprout thorns. Stinging nettle 
(or "7-minute Itch," as I knew it in 


’ my youth), is covered with sharp 


needles that will irritate the skin. 
And poison ivy excretes a blister 
agent that attacks the skin on contact. 
Any animal that eats poison ivy will 
think twice about it in the future. 
Poison ivy is joined by poison oak 
and poison sumac in the realm of 
irritating plants, but I've never seen 
or been exposed (thank you, God!) 
to either the oak or sumac. I've seen 
drawings and photos, but I've never 
seen either of them first-hand, 
Poison ivy oil causes itchy blisters 
by producing an irritating oil, and 
even a tiny pinpoint drop of the oil is 
enough to cause blisters. Part of my 
military training involved decon- 
taminating troops and gear, to safely 
remove or neutralize the chemical 
agents. To my knowledge, there is 
nothing that will actually neutralize 
poison ivy oil (short of the military 
decontaminants that you DO NOT 
want to put on skin) but there are 
ways to contain and remove the oil. 
The worst thing you can do with a 
poison ivy infestation is to leave the 
site untreated, then scratch the itchy 
blisters. The fluid inside the blisters 
contains traces of the oil, and you'll 
have more blisters in no time if you 
scratch a poison ivy rash, The act of 
scratching spreads the oil into new 
areas, and rubs it in nice and deep. 
Your best bet is to remove the oil 
before the blisters appear. Speed is 
essential to avoid the blistering. But 
blisters or not, you've got to wash. 
A product on the market today that 
removes the oil is Poison 
Oak-n-Ivy cleansing treatment. The 
stuff is rubbed into the skin and then 
washed off, taking the nasty oils off 


but the bottle doesn’t mention how 


The shiny leaves belie the blisters you can get, but take heart, help Is available. New products and old country 


knowledge can beat the old itch. 


such "materiels decontamination" is 
accomplished. TECNU also puts out 
a product called Oak-n-Ivy Armor, 
to be smeared on before rolling in 
the ivy, or weeding the garden. 

Immediate washing of the site with 
soap and hot water -- known in the 
military as the "Universal Decon- 
taminant" -- will remove poison ivy 
oils. However, soap and water can't 
dissolve the oil, so the act of washing 
only moves the oil, physically, After 
the wash and rinse, pat the area dry 
with paper towels, then throw the 
paper towels away. If you use cloth 
towels, put them in the wash pronto! 
Don't rub with the towel, because 
that rubs in the oil. Just pat it dry. 

A home-remedy for poison ivy is 
to wash the site with diluted bleach, 
and I've found that it works! Don't 
try bleach if you're blistering unless 
you get amusement out of raw pain. 

Trusty old calomine lotion, those 
beloved pink dabs that say "I've got 
poison ivy!" has the same effect of 
limiting the spread of the nasty oil. 

(I think it would be unwise here to 
describe how poison ivy plants were 
used in actual warfare, Let's not.) 

Right now, poison ivy in this part 
of the country is bearing its second 
and third set of leaves. The upper- 
most leaves are shiny-green, with a 
hint of red, while the lower leaves 
are all green and look harmless. The 
shiny leaves come in clusters of 
three, which is the big tipoff. Three 
shiny leaves is bad news! 

Last week, I found a patch of ivy 
growing in the corner of the Town 
Crier parking lot, and I tried some- 
thing I'd heard about to kill off the 
plants without touching them. I'd 
been told that boiling water will kill 
the plants, and it does! Dribble the 

i and 


ground to nail the roots, too, By the 


next day, the plants are shrivelled up 
and dead, but wearing gloves to pull 
the weeds out is well regommended. 
In the fall, poison ivy produces 
sets of small berries, and -- yes -- the 
plant is just as nasty in the fall as it is 
in the spring. The oil lingers on the 
leaves even after the leaves die. 
When you go camping, always use 
real toilet paper. Using local leaves 
might bring your vacation to a quick 


end, if you pluck the wrong seal 
(And no I didn't, wise; EY. My rash, 
1s on my face and hands, thank you!

U.S. Department of Labor alleging 
violations of the Fair Labor 
Standards Act (FLSA), including 
failure to pay employees proper 
overtime wages and failure to 
maintain adequate and accurate 
payroll records. 

According to Walter P. Parker, 
regional administrator for the 
Labor Department's Wage and 
Hour Division (WHD), a total of 
$26,400 is due 43 employees who 
worked for the clothing firm for the 
period of time between October 8, 
1988 and November 1, 1990.

Three arrested 
in K of C break

Wilmington Police have charged 
three suspects and have a warrant 
for the arrest of a fourth in 
connection with a Monday night 
break-in attempt at the Wilmington 
Knights of Columbus hall. 

Teresa Pini, 27, of Revere, David 
Bluteau, 25, of Everett, and Eric 
Grimshaw, 24, of Somerville, were 
initially charged with possession of 
heroin and crack cocaine, with 
Bluteau also charged with giving a 
false name to a police officer and on 
the basis of five warrants after a 
vehicle driven by Gerald Pini, Sr., 
was pulled over by Sgt. Christopher 
Neville for a moving violation.

“My ancestor Sarah Hooper 
was born in Reading in the 
1600s,” says Goodywife - a.k.a. 
Karen - Lanthier, of Reading. 
“She married Samuel Wardwell 
of Andover, ancestor of the 
Wardwells who live in Reading 
now.” 

Wardwell was one of the few 
males actually executed during 
the Salem Witch trials. 

And, as the descendant of a 
warlock, Lanthier has a big 
stake in the 350th celebrations 
effervescing around us. She’s no 
son of a witch but she has 
become a woman possessed. 

Goodywife Lanthier is on the 
loose: 

She's been. telling Wardwell’s 
story all year, primarily at 
Reading’s Parker Middle School 
as part of a curriculum dedicat- 
ed to Reading’s 350th anniver- 
sary; and secondarily, to any 
interested souls in the First 
Parish (Wakefield),) Second 
Parish (North Reading) and 
Third Parish (Reading). 

In costume, on _ paper, 
throughout classrooms, and with 


, tome 


computers, she’s been weaving 
tales of belles, books and can- 
dlemaking - enchanting teach- 
ers, students and fellow histori- 
ans; making history local. 

“I’ve researched back 13 gen- 
erations and I love it,” she says. 
“It’s one of those things, you 
know how hobbies are, you want 
to do it but you don’t have the 
time for it.” 

The hobby, sparked by a trip 
to a Reading cemetery, has 
turned from a happy preoccupa- 
tion to an occupation Lanthier 
burns to pursue. 

Could it be witchcraft? 

Or alchemy in combination 
with fortuitous circumstance 
and auspicious timing: her peers 
at Parker, where she is a 
Chapter I language arts teacher, 
opted to design a year-long 
interdisciplinary project this 
year, even as she toiled on her 
master’s thesis.

social worker with a master’s 
degree in education and teach- 
ing certificate in moderate spe- 
cial education. “The moral 
dilemmas combine my profes- 
sional work both as a psychi- 
atric social worker and as an 
educator, and that’s fun. The 
kids can really debate the issues 
and they have to justify their 
reasons for each of them, not 
just say ‘I think that’ or ‘I think 
that’ They have to really think 
it through. They have to think 
critically.” 

“Musket balls are a form of 
currency exchange,” reads one 
scenario. “Your grain and corn 
crop failed. You will have no 
grist (flour) to get your wife and 
10 children through the winter 
months. It is your food staple. A 
member of the Narragansett 
tribe (enemy to the 
Wampanoag) will trade you 
flour for your extra musket 
balls. Do you trade with him, 
even though you know he may 
use this against the very tribe 
that has helped you survive in 
this wilderness, time and time 
again?” 

Lanthier plans to give a copy 
of the curriculum to all the 
Reading principals and the mid- 
dle school principals in both 
North Reading and Wakefield. It 
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is already creating quite the stir 
in Wakefield, having been spirit- 
ed there at the request of a 
teacher who met Lanthier at 
one of those educational ... 
covens; and Lanthier is excited 
at its use outside “Wood End.” 

“Reading was the woods, the 
last to be settled of the three 
parishes,” she says. “We were 
the third parish because we 
were the third to have a church. 
It’s fascinating to have the histo- 
ry all come together. Every stu- 
dent should find something in it 
to interest them - and every 
teacher should.

Goals are general, specific 
and creative.

The plan, according to the

As the Merrimack River 
winds from the mountains of 
New Hampshire to the Atlantic 
Ocean in Massachusetts, it tells 
a story. The story of a river with 
a past and a future. History 
flows in the river, in tales of 
Native Americans who named 
these waters and the settlers 
who first built along its banks. 


There.is the story of a river - 


that spawned-empires of indus- 
try and great cities, and whose 
harnessed power sent electricity 
into homes, changing lives for- 
ever. 

But most of all, it is a story 
of a river that survived 120 
years of pollution to find rebirth. 
Once a river of shame — 
smeared with oil slicks, saturat- 
ed with chemicals — it is again 
a river of life, Wildlife have 
returned — salmon and shad 
fight their way upstream; rafts 
of ducks bob for food; a moose 
nibbles on aquatic plants along 
the bank.

“The goal of Source to the 
Sea is to celebrate the 
Merrimack River watershed and | 
the people who use it, live in it 
and protect it,” says Lestie 
Formby, project coordinator.

fancy to our fast-talking, 
debonair drifter. 

It actually matters little that 
the film doesn’t have originally 
on its side, because the cast 
here is everything. Gibson, who 
gives Maverick an edgy, high- 
energy countenance, is extreme- 
ly likable. He’s cocky and capa- 
ble, but still seems to find him- 
self sucker-punched into being 
the fall guy for his unwanted 
travelling companions. 

Jodie Foster’s Mrs. Bransford 
is the hustler even more refined 
in her con than Maverick’s. 
She’s a widow, or so she says, 
who can pick a pocket or take 
all your money at the gaming 
table. She’s smooth and smart, 
but never cynical. And, like 
Graham Greene's revisionist 
Native American, Foster is 
much more than the set decora- 
tion usually afforded to females 
in bygone celluloid oaters. 

James Garner, who was 
Maverick on the 1950s hit televi- 
sion show, is the cool-headed 
lawman who meets up with 
Maverick and the dubiously 
accented Mrs. Bransford, who 
never does get that Southern 
accent of hers quite right. As 
Foster’s character flutters and 
fusses and Maverick runs his 
mouth, the imperturbable 
Garner plays the straight man. 
These three, along with a 
delightful assortment of charac- 
ter actors and one surprising 
cameo, are the heart of the 
movie. 

The plot would never stand 
up to much scrutiny. Playing 
more for laughs than for a dusty 
shoot-em-up, director Richard 
Donner is guilty only of milking 
each bit too long, and some of 
those bits are a bit frail to begin 
with. This is especially true of 
the ending(s), which just keep 
comin’ at ya’. But just as you 
start to peer at your watch, 
Donner pulls the up reins on the 
pacing and moves on to yet 
another adventure, And his Old 
West, under the Academy 
Award-winning hands of cine- 
matographer Vilmos Zsigmond, 
is gorgeous enough to make you 
gasp.
